meeting ut the Rush county grocers 
held in the 
sheriffs 
office 
a t the 
court house this afternoon. 
Ile has 
compiled a list of 
every grocer in 
tile county and the amount o f Hour 
lie possesses. 
Mr. Lovett made this 
list in accordance with the order is­ 
sued by Herbert Hoover that flour in 
each county should be pooled. 
The meeting took the 
form 
of a 
general discussion by which the gro­ 
cers endeavored to make 
plans for 
the hest ways to meet the present 
.situation. 
A number of 
questions 
were asked concerning the new rul­ 
ing and its 
enforcement and were 
answered by Mr. Lovett. The ruling 
that no family shall he allowed 
to 
purchase more than 
f> pounds 
of 
flour at one time in the towns and 
poly twelve pounds shoji be allowed 
to farmers at one purchase, 
holds 
good regardless 
of the 
size of the 
family. One pound 
per week is all- 
lowed for en eh member of oho fam ­ 
ily and the grocers 
were asked by 
-Mr. Lovett to keep close records on 
the purchases of families that they 
do nqt receive more than 
their ;»d- 
J ct rn en t of flour. 


“A great responsibility 
is falling 
on the grocers to see that this rule 
is observed,” 
stated 
Mr. 
Lovett, 
and to appeal 
to 
the ■customers 
from a patriotic standpoint to aid 
in the observance of the strict rul­ 
ings. There is no doubt in my mind 
that when the 
public 
understands, 
they will willingly co-ojierate.” 
Every dealer is on an equal basis 
Jn keeping the new rules, according 
to the discussion at this afternoon's 
meeting.

the flour is that the grocers, who 
have not a sufficient supply of flour, 
will receive 
an order from

may procure from a grocer who has 
more than he needs.
